Cruise Of The Eagle 
Includes Walt On Its 
First Pacific Journey 

Eagle, the Coast Guard’s famous 
training ship, took another Disney 
cruise recently, not for the motion pic- 
ture cameras, but, in a sense, for Walt 
himself, who came aboard for a couple 
of quiet days under sail. 

It was the Eagle that Walt starred 
in his featurette, Cruise of the Eagle, 
several years ago, covering the annual 
69-day odyssey of the square-rigged 
barque, manned by undergraduates of 
the Coast Guard Academy at New 
London, Connecticut. 

In his travels, which have recently 
taken him from the threshold of the 
moon at Cape Kennedy to the jet -swept 
decks of a great aircraft carrier, Walt 
found himself finally amid the quiet- 
ness of a sailing ship whose 22,000 
square feet of canvas stood 150 feet 
high in the wind, ready to carry him 
back in time. 

The Eagle was cruising in Pacific 
waters for the first time, thus enabling 
Walt to join Captain E. C. Allen, Jr., 
Squadron Commander, and some 250 
cadets and officers for a long- 
anticipated voyage. 

Certainly the square-rigger is out- 
moded, to all intents and purposes but 
one — education. The Eagle provides 
actual experience at sea for cadets 
about to receive their Coast Guard com- 
missions. It's a requisite for gradua- 
tion. 

Under the guidance of the ship’s 


masters, the undergraduates perform 
the duties of regular seamen. Every- 
thing from standing watch to charting 
courses to tracking with radar is 
included in their training. 

Having such a distinguished guest 
as Walt Disney for a shipmate surely 
made this year’s cruise especially mem- 
orable for the cadets, particularly when 
he chose to accept their dinner invita- 
tion over that of the officers’. 


Accompanying Walt on the cruise 
was Peter Ellenshaw, the Oscar- 
winning matte artist and a leading 
master of the seascape. Peter, who had 
done a painting of the Eagle six years 
ago as she lay at anchor in New London 
harbor, welcomed the chance to go to 
sea in her. During the cruise he 
snapped hundreds of photos, a valuable 
reference for future movie work, and 
his painting.

New Miss Ambassador 
Takes Reins as 2nd 
Great Decade Begins 

An attractive 21-year-old Anaheim 
girl has been named the 1966 Miss Am- 
bassador from Disneyland, Walt Disney 
announced recently. 

Miss Connie Swanson, a 4-year vet- 
eran of the Tour Guide corps at 
Disneyland, succeeds Miss Julia 
Reihm, Long Beach, to become the 
second title holder. Julia, the .initial 
Miss Ambassador, served during the 
Park’s Tencennial celebration. 

Connie is a Southern California na- 
tive but moved to Pocatello, Idaho, 
from Huntington Park when she was a 
month old. She returned with her fam- 
ily to Corona in 1954, then to Anaheim 
in 1956 where she finished at Anaheim 
High School. At Anaheim High School 
she became interested in speech and 
drama and began appearing in amateur 
productions at school and church. 

The 5-foot 4-inch Mormon Miss 
studied a year at Fullerton Junior Col- 
lege and plans to resume her college 
career at the University of Hawaii or 
the University of Utah once her year- 
long tenure as Disneyland's official am- 


bassador is completed next year. 

"Eventually I’d like to work with 
parks and recreation departments 
teaching drama to children and staging 
children’s plays,” she said. 

Connie has held lead roles in “Auntie 
Marne,” “Little Women,” “Our Hearts 
Were Young and Gay,’’ "Clouds of 
Glory,” “The Crucible,” “You Can’t 
Take it With You,” and “The Bronze 
Lady and Crystal Gentleman.” She also 
held lesser roles in “Promised Valley,” 
“The Dream Princess,” and “Who Was 
That Lady.” 

Miss Swanson began her career as a 
tour guide four days before Christmas 
in 1961. Since that time she has lead 
almost 1,000 tours through the Magic 
Kingdom. 

About her previous duties at Disney- 
land as a tour guide, Connie said: 

“I believe Disneyland is more than a 
park where people just enjoy them- 
selves. Disneyland is a little United 
Nations. People from the U.S. and all 
over the world meet here on a common 
ground which has no nationality. They 
learn to accept others here. There is 
no society structure here. 

“They see that the man from New 
Delhi or Tel Aviv laughs at the same 
thing they do. And they see the man 
from the Deep South and understand 


him a little better as he does them. 

“Here they are not constantly re- 
minded of society’s demands. The same 
closeness may not be retained when 
they leave Disneyland, but at least they 
have a little better understanding of 
others,” she said. 

Connie’s official duties began in De- 
cember when she took a state-wide 
tour previewing Fantasy On Parade, 
the all-new Christmas parade at 
Disneyland which begins Dec. 18 and 
runs through Jan. 2 twice daily. 

She appeared on many state televi- 
sion programs along with one of the 
parade elephants in major cities from 
Fresno to San Diego. Also on the itin- 
erary were appearances at shopping 
centers along the route. 

Connie will be seen by hundreds of 
thousands of persons during the begin- 
ning of our second wonderful decade as 
she spreads the word of Disneyland 
across the world. 

Connie lives with her mother and 
grandmother in Anaheim. She was se- 
lected as Miss Ambassador from among 
other young women Disneyland em- 
jiJoyees. 

The retiring Julia Reihm is heading 
toward a short lived breather w r ith her 
family in Long Beach. 

Julia logged over 52,000 miles the 
past year in the U.S. and abroad in 
Europe and Asia. Her first public ap- 
pearance was last January with Walt 
Disney on the Wonderful World of 
Color. Her last official act was a whirl- 
wind tour as Disneyland’s official am- 
bassador to Australia, Hong Kong and 
Japan.

Because of an increase in the number 
of projects it is preparing for Disney- 
land, WED Enterprises, Inc. began 
moving this year to more spacious 
quarters in Glendale. 

WED is the research and develop- 
ment, planning, design and engineering 
laboratory for Disneyland and other 
projects, including the four Disney 
shows at the New York World’s Fair. 

Walt personally supervises the activ- 
ities of the company, which is a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of Walt Disney 


Productions. 

WED is moving from a 30,000 square- 
foot complex to its new facility, a 
nearly 130,000 square-foot, two-year- 
old building. Described as one of the 
most attractive and versatile profes- 
sional structures in the Los Angeles 
area, this building is the largest in the 
massive 180-acre Grand Central Indus- 
trial Centre.

These models, 
sometimes as large in areas as an aver- 
age single-family residence, are used 
for study and refinement. 

More room will be provided, too, for 
the important work of the research and 
development laboratory personnel. This 
department developed the remarkable 
Audio-Animatronic system, the elec- 
tronic "life-force” that brings about 


synchronized movements and sound in 
realistic or fanciful figures of humans, 
animals and other forms. 

The model shop and R&D lab will be 
housed in a room larger than two foot- 
ball fields, and every foot is needed now 
to accommodate present and up-coming 
projects. Design, engineering, drafting, 
accounting and administrative depart- 
ments are being located in an adjoining 
30,000 square-foot, two-story area.

“Great Moments with Mr. Lincoln” 
is an educational marvel which fills 
most first time viewers with both awe 
and sentiment. 

The Enchanted Tiki Room is a 17- 
minute show during which "Audio- 
Animatronic”* birds, flowers and Tiki 
gods sing, move and recite. 

A Polaris missile is a submarine- 
launched, space-age weapon with a nu- 
clear warhead now being used as a 
deterrent to World War III. 

All three of the attractions and 
devices mentioned above seemingly are 
as dissimilar as ice cream and deep sea 
fishing. But all have common parent- 
hood. 

Without modern science and its com- 
puters, transistors, magnetic tapes and 
other Atom Age paraphernalia, none 
of the three above would exist today. 

“Imagineers” at WED Enterprises, 
Inc., a subsidiary of Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions, used techniques developed for 
the launching of Polaris missiles in 
developing "Great Moments with Mr. 
Lincoln,” The Enchanted Tiki Room 



and four popular attractions at the 
late New’ York World’s Fair. 

The “Audio-Animatronic” system 
combines electronics, hydraulics and 
pneumatics. This system utilizes a 
magnetic tape an inch in width on 
which is imprinted from 14 to 32 chan- 
nels. With precision found ordinarily 
only in space age industries, the 
“Audio-Animatronic” system emits 
impulses which control sound, anima- 
tion, curtains, music, lighting, and the 
opening and closing of theater doors. 

When tapes are played, these im- 
pulses activate appropriate figures 
providing them with lifelike smooth 
actions. These motions are synchron- 
ized with other impulses on the tape to 
coordinate speech, sound or song with 
movement. 

The “Audio-Animatronic” study was 
launched by WED “Imagineers" 12 
years ago and utilized 1 '/ 2 -inch high 
human figures in the first tests. 

As the system developed it was in- 
corporated into many park attractions 


such as the Jungle Cruise and others 
in Disneyland. But not until the En- 
chanted Tiki Room was opened was the 
first all “Audio-Animatronic” attrac- 
tion seen. “Great Moments With Mr. 
Lincoln” utilizes the same type of sys- 
tem in a much more sophisticated state. 

The Lincoln exhibit is so lifelike 
that several Disneyland guests actually 
have asked to obtain the autograph of 
the actor who portrayed Lincoln dur- 
ing the stage presentation. 

Series of hydraulic and pneumatic 
devices contracting and expanding 
within the figures enabled “Imagi- 
neers” to create the lifelike motions 
coordinated with sound. 

Next summer MKC members will see 
further use of “Audio-Animatronics” 
in “It’s A Small World,” the Grand 
Canyon Primeval Diorama and “Pi- 
rates of the Caribbean.”
